The 
Sheet of Abstract for Application, along with an English translation thereof, are attached as 
Exhibits "A" and "B", respectively. 

7. The attached Sheet of Abstract for Application form completely discloses the present 
invention as set forth and claimed in the above referenced application. 

8. Prior to February 23, 2000 it was also standard practice for an Essential Points of 
Specification Preparation be prepared of the invention prior to preparation of a patent application, and 
the invention be assigned a Reception Number. 

9. In the ordinary course of business and in due time, the present invention was assigned 
Reception No. 54P0612, and an Essential Points of Specification Preparation was prepared based on 
the above referenced Sheet of Abstract for Application. The Essential Points of Specification 
Preparation, along with an English translation thereof, are attached as Exhibits "C" and "D," 
respectively. 

10. In the ordinary course of business and in due time, PIONEER sent a request to 
Fujimura & Associates, of Tokyo, Japan, requesting preparation of a patent application based on the 
Essential Points of Specification Preparation, Reception No. 54P0612. The request was sent to 
Fujimura & Associates on April 19, 2000 and requested the application be prepared by May 12, 2000. 
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A copy of the above request, and an English translation thereof, are attached as Exhibits "E" and "F," 
respectively. 

11. In the ordinary course of business and to aid in the preparation of a patent application, 
PIONEER sent additional information regarding Reception No. 54P0612 on May 19, 2000. A copy of 
the letter, and an English translation thereof, are attached as Exhibits "G" and "H," respectively. 

12. In the ordinary course of business and in due course, Fujimura & Associates prepared 
a draft Japanese application and forwarded the draft application to PIONEER on July 7, 2000. A copy 
of the letter from Fujimura & Associates, and an English translation thereof, are attached as Exhibits 
"I" and "J," respectively. 

13. In the ordinary course of business PIONEER reviewed and approved the draft 
application prepared by Fujimura & Associates, and Fujimura & Associates prepared the Japanese 
application PORTABLE INFORMATION TERMINAL APPARATUS in the ordinary course of 
business through the Japanese application's filing date August 1, 2000 in the Japanese 

Patent Office, which is the priority document (JP 2000-232710) of the above referenced application.
